Opponents of Premier Eric M. Giary 
claim that this island, which covers 120 
square miles, has become “a vest pocket 
Haiti" with a political police force and the 
makings of one-man rule.

Opponents go a step farther and liken them 
to the dreaded Ton-Fona Macoute of Haiti.

Randy, a professional singer, owed everything he had to his 
rich voice. Consequently, if he could have kept it in a safe 
without inconveniencing himself, th a t’s where he would have 
kept it. It wasn’t feasible, however, so he did the next best 
thing. He practically lived at the office of his doctor, a throat 
specialist who kept his voice in top condition. And he deducted 
the cost of the doctor’s fees as a business expense. 
“ You can’t do that," protested an IRS agent. “ Doctor’s fees 
can’t be deducted as a business expense.” 
“ They can in my case,” was Randy’s answer. “ If I was a 
professional trum pet player, the cost of keeping my trum pet in 
repair would be deductible. Since my instrument is my voice, 
the cost of keeping it in shape obviously is also deductible." 
The dispute ended up in court. 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you permit the singer to 
deduct medical bills as a business expense? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that, under 
the 
tax 
law, 
monies expended 
for the diagnosis, cure, 
mitigation, treatm ent, or prevention of disease, or for the 
purpose of affecting any structure or function of the body are 
medical expenses. Thus, while Randy may deduct the cost of his 
throat treatm ent as a medical expense, concluded the judge, he 
may not deduct them as a business expense.

For one thing, the agreement 
to be simultaneously signed in 
okyo and Washington by the 
foreign ministers) must pass 
the hurdle of U. S. senate 
ratification.

Any attempt to mix the 
O k i n a w a

Of even greater moment 
are the unanswered questions 
about use of Okinawa as a 
military base for the United 
States after the island and the 
others of the Ryukyu chain 
revert to Japan.
